Avina informed Dulgarian that street racing is no longer a 
problem in the BID. Ixco informed the Board that at a CP AC meeting Captain Olvera 
mentioned how the camera system has helped LAPD carry out their work. Stone 
stated that the system works if you want to use it. He called Avina and the security 
guys were there really fast when he needed them. Stone commented that the security 
at SLAIT is great. Ixco asked if there was any particular reason why the racing 
stopped in the BID. Avina replied that it definitely had to do with the cameras and 
LAPD. Ixco asked if the gate arms have helped. Avina stated that the gate arms 
helped a lot too. Stone clarified that street racing does not go away they simply just 
find a new location. Wallerd commented that he has been in the area since the 60 ’s 
and he is pleased with the improvements that have been made.
